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1 . This Office Action is in response to applicant's telephone call received on 27 June 2006. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The applicant pointed out in a previous telephone conversation in April 2006 that the 
priority date of the applicant's application antedates the Wang reference as applied in the Final 
Office Action of 17 Jun 2005. Further review indicates that the applicant is entitled to the 1999 
date for the subject matter in question even though the instant case is a CIP of the parent case. 

Therefore, the amended material in the claims from 17 August 2004 which 
emphasizes the capturing of "a portion of a recorded audio work" and the extraction of the 
relevant "time series of spectrally distinct audio signal features" is not suggested by the prior art 
and is found in condition for allowance. 

Also, the antialias filters 19 as disclosed are interpreted as removing noise that would 
otherwise be caused by aliasing. Therefore, the rejections under 35 USC 1 12 are obviated.
